Virginia City presents a sight snob 


as haa been seen by bat few on this 
coast; a sight that all pray, never to 
witness again. The fairest portion 
of the town, that in which was loca- 
ted all the principal business and 
large hoisting works, that were the 
very li/e-blood of the city, and main 
source of wealth of the coast is one 
heap of blackened, burned and fallen 
rains. Very few of the walls of the 
buildings that passed through the 
fire remained uninjured, and the 
greater portion of the noblest edifices 
are bat confused piles of brick and 
mortar. Early Tuesday evening the 
house of Banner Brothers, on the 
corner of C and Taylor streets, that 
bad been burning inside for several 
boars, burst out into bright flames, 
-and the greater portion of the brick 
'walla fell to the ground with a load 
crash. 
The wind was at the time 


blowing in gusts that frequently 
amounted to a gale, and terrific whirl 
winds swept over the city with a fear- 
•fnl noise, carrying coal oil cans, 
pieces of tin roofiing, and great clouds 
•of dust and ashes wherever they 
went. The danger of life on this ac- 
count was so great that very few had 
-the courage or hardihood to pass 
through the smouldering ruins, in 
the early part of the night, but hun- 
'dreds could be seen on the outskirts 
looking with rueful countenances 
on all that remains of their happy 
homes of the morning. And those 
remains, what were they? Simply 
the ground that the insatiate element 
in all its mad fury could not destroy, 
nothing more; but out of the thou- 
sands who in a few short hours were 
rendered homeless, very few saved 
more than the clothes on their backs, 
and will have nothing but the char- 
ity of the benevolent to depend on in 
their hour of need. 


Passing along the western side of 


town the cnrious spectator might 
have seen groups of people sitting 
among the few of their household 
goods that bad been saved from the 
flames, those on that side being for- 
tunate enough to get some of their 
goods away from the fire. At the 
north end of town very few were to 
be seen, the great majority of the 
people having, to the credit of those 
who had a shelter to offer, been pro- 
vided with quarters for the night. In 
this Oold Hill came nobly to the 
rescue. 


On the northeast of the city a num- 


ber of men were working with a will 
on a hand engine to put out the fire 
in the Ophir shaft, and after working 
nobly all night they had the satisfac- 
tion of knowing, boforo morning, 
that the shaft and mine were safe. 
This is a result, the benefit of which 
as any one can see at a glance, is in- 
calculable. At about 3 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning a shower of rain set 
in and did much good in putting out 
the fires that still continued to burn 
and from which soma danger was 
still to be apprehended.—New*.

1,250,000 feet of lumber, timbers, 
etc., 800 cords of wood, and 827,000 
worth of candles and supplies just 
received. The books and records of 
the Consolidated Virginia and Cali- 
fornia Companies were all saved com- 
plete, not even an order book being 
lost.

JOSIAH COBB, who lately died in 


Baltimore, created a nice little or- 
phans' fund in a rather peculiar way. 
Cobb was a grocer, and in 1829 Sarah 
Ridgley, a mulatto woman, bought a 
small bill of groceries at his store and 
handed him a 81,000 bill in payment. 
Cobb supposed the money had been 
stolen, and gave Sarah change for 
one dollar only. He advertised for 
the owner of the bank bill, and stirred 
up many claimants, but none of them 
proved satisfactory. Sarah Riilgley 
never made her appearance, although 
many blacks and 
mnlattoes did, 


claiming to be her. Cobb allowed 
the money to remain at interest until 
1866, when it amounted to $3,740, 
and he then presented it to the Union 
Orphan Asylum. Nobody knows to 
this day whethor that money belong- 
ed to Sarah Bidgley or not. It might 
lave been honestly hers, and Cobb 
may have cheated her, but he made 
tuple restitution. 


THE TEA TRADE.—The Sacramento 


Jtee gives the following information 
about the Tea Trade: There is a 
"ring" in the tea trade, as in almost 
every other trade. The New York 
importers have made arrangements 
with-the steamship companies to carry 
tea from Yokahama to New York, by 
•way of San Francisco, including rail- 
road freight, for the same price that 
is charged over the railroad when 
San Francisco men wish to ship to 
New York. This gives the New York 
importers an advantage of two ^e 
l«r pound over the San Francisco 
merchants.

lave recently arrived in San Fran 
cisco, per special chartered vessels, 
wfaioli were purchased in China and 
Japan by New York experts, and 
these will be sent over the road by 
.special trains. 


THE deepest sea sounding yet ef-

Virginia City presents a sight snob 


as haa been seen by bat few on this 
coast; a sight that all pray, never to 
witness again. The fairest portion 
of the town, that in which was loca- 
ted all the principal business and 
large hoisting works, that were the 
very li/e-blood of the city, and main 
source of wealth of the coast is one 
heap of blackened, burned and fallen 
rains. Very few of the walls of the 
buildings that passed through the 
fire remained uninjured, and the 
greater portion of the noblest edifices 
are bat confused piles of brick and 
mortar. Early Tuesday evening the 
house of Banner Brothers, on the 
corner of C and Taylor streets, that 
bad been burning inside for several 
boars, burst out into bright flames, 
-and the greater portion of the brick 
'walla fell to the ground with a load 
crash. 
The wind was at the time 


blowing in gusts that frequently 
amounted to a gale, and terrific whirl 
winds swept over the city with a fear- 
•fnl noise, carrying coal oil cans, 
pieces of tin roofiing, and great clouds 
•of dust and ashes wherever they 
went. The danger of life on this ac- 
count was so great that very few had 
-the courage or hardihood to pass 
through the smouldering ruins, in 
the early part of the night, but hun- 
'dreds could be seen on the outskirts 
looking with rueful countenances 
on all that remains of their happy 
homes of the morning. And those 
remains, what were they? Simply 
the ground that the insatiate element 
in all its mad fury could not destroy, 
nothing more; but out of the thou- 
sands who in a few short hours were 
rendered homeless, very few saved 
more than the clothes on their backs, 
and will have nothing but the char- 
ity of the benevolent to depend on in 
their hour of need. 


Passing along the western side of 


town the cnrious spectator might 
have seen groups of people sitting 
among the few of their household 
goods that bad been saved from the 
flames, those on that side being for- 
tunate enough to get some of their 
goods away from the fire. At the 
north end of town very few were to 
be seen, the great majority of the 
people having, to the credit of those 
who had a shelter to offer, been pro- 
vided with quarters for the night. In 
this Oold Hill came nobly to the 
rescue. 


On the northeast of the city a num- 


ber of men were working with a will 
on a hand engine to put out the fire 
in the Ophir shaft, and after working 
nobly all night they had the satisfac- 
tion of knowing, boforo morning, 
that the shaft and mine were safe. 
This is a result, the benefit of which 
as any one can see at a glance, is in- 
calculable. At about 3 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning a shower of rain set 
in and did much good in putting out 
the fires that still continued to burn 
and from which soma danger was 
still to be apprehended.—New*.

The charred body of a man 
was found in the ruins of a lodging 
house on D street early this morning, 
but up to 2 o'clock no clue had been 
obtained as to his identity.

JOSIAH COBB, who lately died in 


Baltimore, created a nice little or- 
phans' fund in a rather peculiar way. 
Cobb was a grocer, and in 1829 Sarah 
Ridgley, a mulatto woman, bought a 
small bill of groceries at his store and 
handed him a 81,000 bill in payment. 
Cobb supposed the money had been 
stolen, and gave Sarah change for 
one dollar only. He advertised for 
the owner of the bank bill, and stirred 
up many claimants, but none of them 
proved satisfactory. Sarah Riilgley 
never made her appearance, although 
many blacks and 
mnlattoes did, 


claiming to be her. Cobb allowed 
the money to remain at interest until 
1866, when it amounted to $3,740, 
and he then presented it to the Union 
Orphan Asylum. Nobody knows to 
this day whethor that money belong- 
ed to Sarah Bidgley or not. It might 
lave been honestly hers, and Cobb 
may have cheated her, but he made 
tuple restitution. 


THE TEA TRADE.—The Sacramento 


Jtee gives the following information 
about the Tea Trade: There is a 
"ring" in the tea trade, as in almost 
every other trade. The New York 
importers have made arrangements 
with-the steamship companies to carry 
tea from Yokahama to New York, by 
•way of San Francisco, including rail- 
road freight, for the same price that 
is charged over the railroad when 
San Francisco men wish to ship to 
New York. This gives the New York 
importers an advantage of two ^e 
l«r pound over the San Francisco 
merchants. 
Several large cargoes 


lave recently arrived in San Fran 
cisco, per special chartered vessels, 
wfaioli were purchased in China and 
Japan by New York experts, and 
these will be sent over the road by 
.special trains. 


THE deepest sea sounding yet ef- 


'ected were obtained by the Challeu- 
tor this year in the abysses off New 
3-uinea, depths which have occa- 
sioned a sharp line of demarcation 
between the fauna of Asia and Aus- 
rulasin. The "lead" weighed four 
cwt., and struck bottom at the tre- 
mendous depth of 4,450 fathoms, or 
about 26,700 feet. The hollow rod, 
>y which specimens of the bottom 
ire brought up, was full of mud, aud 
loth the thermometers that had bern 
sent down were smashed to atoms by 
;lie enormous pressure of the super- 
incumbent water.

mccessful attempt to reach bottom, 
but in which 4,505 fathoms were 
Bounded, showing the temperature at 
that depth to be 35% degrees Fahren- 
heit unborrected.
